source surveys in the state, effec- 
tive March 20, 1981, As.a result.of 
this Commissign’s action, the Ox- 
ford County Historic Resource 
Survey, which has been sponsored 
by the Bethel Historical Society, 
with financial support from the 
Commission, must proceed without 
government, funding after the 
March 20 date. : 
The Oxford County Survey mwas 
begun January 1980, and is in- 
tended to be completed by mid- 
1982.

Workers’ Comp. Jeopardizes Jobs 


The Labor Committee had 200 
people, reprsenting a broad spec- 
trum of employers in the state, at- 
fend a public hearing on workers’ 
compensation costs, The. two piec- 
es of legislation reviewed at the 
hearing ‘were in response to what 
is becoming a crisis situation for 
many employers ‘in this state. The 
economic condition of the state is 
already quite unfavorable to busi- 
ness and any further increase in 
costs could mean that some com- 
panies will be forced to leave the 
State, taking valuable jobs with 
them. 


The suggested solutions to this 


problem are L.D.s 613 and 789. 
The first of these would freeze em- 
ployee’s maximum benefits at the 
current leyel of 166% (approxi- 
mately $330) of the statewide av- 
erage weekly wage. The second 
bill puts a 5% limit on the yearly 
inflation adjustments of the bene- 
fits, It was pointed out that nei- 
ther of these proposals would in 
any way decrease the amount now 
given to injured workers, but 
would just protect businesses from. 
increased, costs that threaten: to 
drive them out of the market. 
They added: that’ Maine’s level of 
compensation, ‘when compared to 
other states, is quite generous, 
and makes the case for the two 
bills .compelling, Not only does 
Maine grant higher payments to 
workers than 46 of the 50 States, 
but many of these states do not ad- 
just for inflation. L.D. 789 would 
limit Maine’s adjustment to 5%, 
and the cost to Maine’s businesses 
has also been recently increased 
by 25%. With this in mind, they 
consider the need for action on the 
Workers’ Compensation question 


urgent, and failure to address the. 


problem will be reflected in an 
unfavorable business climate and 
higher unemployment in the state. 
Poultry Crisis 

On Friday, I was with a group 
of legislators that met with Ag- 
riculture Commissioner Stewart 
Smith to review the crisis facing 
Maine’s poultry industry. The four 
poultry processing plants in Maine 
employ 1,600 people. Within the 
past two weeks, three of those 
firms have announced plans to 
substantially reduce production. 
Lipman Poultry of Augusta will 
close broiler processing d6perations 
by late summer. Hillcrest Foods 
of Lewiston will cut production by 
38%, Fort Halifax of Winslow will 
cut production 87%. 

One of the problems plaguing 
the industry is that Maine is at 
a competifive disadvantage to 
producers and procéssors in the 
southern states. Discriminatory 
railroad freight rate on imported 
feed grain, high energy, and labor 
(workers’ comp.) are jeopardizing 
the industry in Maine. 

Friday evening I joined Con- 
gresswoman Olympia Snowe to 
meet with a group of independent 
contract farmers. that raise poul- 
try for eggs ard broilers. We fur- 
ther disctissed their teeds and how 
the processors’ problems were cre- 
ating a hazard. 

A comprehensive review of the 
industry has been started to re- 
view miarket practices and pro- 
duction and will he available in 
six weeks.
